The carbon Z sent hill reached him* 1 addressed each of you at your home* not 
the office, and tha addresses I used* provided fey Bill’e soietant* are identical with 
those he has Just given me. 



X live in a rural suburb of a eraaLl town* 1 have excellent relations with our 
local poet office* While 1 m aware of long-standing federal interest me, have been able 
to get carbon copies of some of the surveillance, and have abundant indication of tapping* 
mall addressed to me is delivered* with never any delay attributable to local interference. 
This is not always true of mail 1 send. Because it seems impractical to exemino all out- 
going mail* I suggest that this remarkable combination, three out of three* is more likely 
attributable to something in Atlanta* If my phono was listened to, it was known 1 would be 
writing both of you.

What X said is that my book and my subsequent investigations, as well as what I had 
when I wrote the book and dldn' t dare use because of the danger to the sources, more than 
doatrey the official mythology about tho assassination of fir. King. Since that letter- 
writing, my knowledge las inoreased* tho evidence in my possession is greater, and the 
overtones are even more gtHttartwy frightening. I use this word in candor* not for dramatic 
effect. It is now inevitable that government will do whatever is necessary to prevent any 



trial of James Bari Bay. They cannot new allow the ease to get into oourt* Not only did I 
destroy it and each witness in the book* but sine® then 1 have dene it all over again* 

: ; : redundantly, by different means* Including by tape-recorded interviewa with the government’* 

own witnesses. There specify which official suppressed what evidenoe* which confiscated 
described evidence, things like that* If you require any assurances of. the solidity of my 
work* then I report that Percy Foreman literally fled the makeup room of a Bow York TY 
station* to wliioh he had flown from Texas to appear, when he learned he would face me*

Since flirst writing you I have b: en abla to see turn’s mpubliched pictures. They may 
and I thflnk they do contain important evidence net disclosed in the other pictures already 
in ay poseeaaion* There ie no doubt tho crime oould not have been committed as officially 
alleged that *11 responsible officials had to have known it* as Foreman must have. Having 
seen these pictures* I believe it. Is even more important that Rev. *oung, who was there* 
look at what I do have and discuss what I saw with me. 




When 1 first wrote 1 reported that my work hao impoverished me and that I am without 
funds for travel. I am without income* am deep in debt* and with this book, for which tho 
publisher has* strangely, yet to arrange the first promotion, I have yet to get my "advance". 
Therefore, I hoped you would find it possible to come here. I am but on hour from oltbor 
Washington of Baltimore and I do have accomodations for you where outside, at least, 
there la the peace and beauty of tho countryside. I could provide transportation from either 
city or any of tho three airports serving thorn* eaoh* again* about an hour away. 



I Can travel only when I an engaged to apeak* To ay regret* there hao boon no 
interest in ay speaking about the assassination of Dr* King* Therefore, I cannot 
anticipate being near yj>u in the near future* 



I would not want you to believe I am off on a "Save James Earl Ray” kick. Unless 
there is justice for him there is justice for no one* But my interests and concerns are 
much broader* much deeper* The defense of Ray is one of the m e a ns by which may urgent 
purposes and needs oan be served* Only one of these is the solution to the crime ami the 
b r i ngin g to book of those who did if and those who are otherwise responsible for it* 

Of the things 1 feel you should know in other areas* I mention a few and those 
without detail* When* ns inevitably it must* this entire thing falls apart* the preparations 
have already been made to blame blacks for it* 1 have learned some of the namoa some 
of the “evidence". What X have learned I oan also disprove* assuming there is a chance to* 
and that before sensational publicity is first generated. There or© two books about to be 
published that* Inevitably* mean great personal suffering for Dr* King' s survivors and 
his friends and associates* Each began with a sis-flgur© investment. One was* to my know- 
ledge* contracted for la eiateht^orslm countries before a word of it was written. Both 
will propagate the official fiction* Ceroid frank has assured me* in person* that he 
"proof* the King family approved the Memphis deal and will so say. X know this is false* 

He also told me he has what will violate their rights to privacy* the pictures of the 
autopsy* They can have been obtained only improperly 1 and only from official sources* 

Despite h^s earlier liberal record (and I know him when he was a young man in Washington)* 
George Me lllon apparently is writing a psychiatric raid-west 'Tobacco Road* that will 
without question accept the official fairy tele. He has recently offered Ray $5,000 for 
an interview dealing with his early life only and specifioally providing no reference to 
Memphis or the crime* X have his letter* I have a different relationship with Ray* He 
approached Ray through Stoner* _ 



My relationship with Ray is non-oommercial* I never make any public reference to it* 

It has been somewhat fruitful* In non-commercial ways. 

There are other oonooms 1 would like to share with you* I hope it is possible for 
you and ms to meet soon* As of now* I am coar.it ted from 2 p*m. 5/18 through the afternoon 
of 5/1?* and I leave the afternoon of 5/27 until the night of 5/30, Otherwise, as of this 
moment* I have no other appointments* About once a week X go to Washington, Infrequently* 
should you phone* X have to go Into town on errands that never take long* 

The pressures against any public consideration of this assassination are enormously 
greater than they were with that of President Kennedy* as I know from personal experience. 
Only one of the reasons is a live accused who may yet get into court. While he lives* it 
is easier to solve the crime* although his survival requires he name no one* Although X 
have no personal knowledge of it* X do not believe his attempted escape was Kfcfclauateritirely 
spontaneous* He had assistance and nay have had Inspiration* I doubt ho would have survived 
it and 1 think it is now muoh too dangerous for an attempt to be made on his life in Jail* 
There was a change in wardens after I saw him and I cannot anticipate what the attitude of 
the new warden will be or how freely we will bo able to talk, when (and if) we oan moot again* 
I have reason to believe he will want to see me again soon* mUi on this earlier interview 
and suggestions in subsequent correspondence* which lias been fairly extensive. I had every- 
one’s permission to tape that interview. 

There are other Impending dangers you may have to face, including one from a man whose 
record may lead to belief that he is friendly, 1 have spent hours with him and speak with 
certainty. I cannot go into all of this now*
